Tuesday's Pittsbnrg Press contained 


the following account of McGaughey's 
death: "James McGaughey, aged fifty- 
six, a conductor employed by the Con- 
solidated Traction company, died at 
11.30 last night at the West Penn hos- 
pital. He was a victim of laudanum 
poisoning, and is supposed to have 
taken the drug with suicidal intent. 
The coroner was notified of his death 
and will make an investigation. 


"McGaughey was married and lived 


with his family at 5512 Howard street. 
At 4 o'clock last Saturday alternoon 
he was found lying unconscious in his 
room. In one hand was clasped an 
empty lour-ounce bottle which had 
contained laudanum. A physician w; 
called, but was unable to revive the 
man. He then ordered his removal 
to the hospital. 


"When taken into the ward at the 


hospital McGaughey revived sufficient- 
ly to ask lor a drink ol water. Almost 
immediately, however, he lapsed into 
unconsciousness, and was not again 
revived, in spite of the unremitting 
efforts ol the house physician. Before 
taking the drug he wrote no letter, 
and as he had never said anything to 
indicate that he contemplated taking 
his lile, no cause can be assigned lor 
the act. 


"McGaughey had been employed by 


the traction company lor some time. 
He was a steady workman and was 
considered one ol the best men on the 
road. Until his death was reported 
this morning the company's officials 
were not aware that McGaughey was 
off duty." 


James McGaughey, or McGahey, for- 


merly lived in Bedford county. 
He 


•was a railroad contractor. 
His two 


sons—W. M. and E. J. McTanghey— 
live in Broad Top township. 
Their 


mother 
died there six weeks ago.

The above summary is an important 


chapter in the story of one of the most 
direful disasters that have ever befal- 
len Bedford. About 3 o'clock Friday 
morning the fire fiend visited the his- 
toric town and when he TOas finally 
vanquished left the smoking ruins oi 
several well known business houses 
and many badly damaged buildings as 
a grim reminder of his visit. 


The fire started in the room of the 


BIymyer building on Pitt street used 
by Photographer W. A. Morehouse as 
his picture-framing department. 
The 


smoke aroused Mr. and Mrs. John F 
BIymyer, who lived in another part o: 
the house, and they gave the alarm 
The fire-bell was rung and the citizens 
gathered at the scene of the confiagra 
tion. 
A few buckets were procured 


and water was carried to the door o 
the room in which the fire was, bu 
the young men who attempted to kick 
down the door were prevented from 
doing so by other men who seemed t< 
think that it would be injudicious ti 
force the door open, fearing that i 
might create a draught and thus fan 
the flames to greater activity.

a delay ol a few fatal minutes th 
door was broken open and two o 
three bueketfuls of water were thrown 
upon the blazing floor, apparentl 
squelching the fire. But the me 
were unable to follow up their tempo 
rary victory and the flames agai 
sprang upward and onward. 


In the meantime the firemen ha 


brought out a hose-carriage. A line o 
hose was attached to the plug at th 
corner of Pitt and Juliana streets an 
a sickly stream of water came throug 
the nozzle. It was too weak to be o 
any service. A short time af terwar 
sDmebody, whose intentions were a 
right, but whose method of handlin 
fire-plugs was all wrong, in an endea 
or to make the plug send out a healt 
ier stream, turned it the wrong wa

plug out of business. The hose was 
hen attached to the private plug in 
out of Mrs. Jennie McCulloh's resi- 
ence. A line of hose was also con. 
ccted with the plug at the corner of 
tt and Richard streets. After all was 


eady to make an heroic fight against 


fierce flames the firemen were cha- 


rined to find that there was not 
nough pressure to force the water 
hrough the nozzles. By this time the 
re had gained a firm foothold and was 
ating its way east and west on both 
des of the photograph gallery, and 
make matters worse, a strong wind 
as carrying sparks and bits of burn- 
ig debris in a golden shower over 
gainst the walls and upon the roofs 
; the large buildings on the opposite 
de of the street. It looked as if no 
uman power could save these houses, 
nd an engine and ear were put in 
eadiness to go to Everett for help. 
After that seemed an age of suspense, 
nd while men with blanched faces 
vere gazing spellbound at the awful 
peetaele, powerless to stay the pro- 
ress of the destructive element, the 
•eleome sound ol the pump at the 
laning mill was heard and soon alter- 
ard the shrill whistle ol our fire 
ngine sent a thrill of hope through 
lie hearts of the townspeople.

nd clear rang out the orders of the 
man in command and the fire-laddies 
prang to their places with an alacrity 
hat was inspiring—and then began 
ne of the bravest, pluckiest and best 
ought battles ever waged against the 
fire fiend. Five streams were soon 


ilaying upon the flames wherever they 
?ould do the most good. The firemen 
ought the fire to a standstill. They 
aved all the imperilled buildings ex- 
cept those already doomed before the 
pump started.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The Repub-

SffiW YORK, April S.—One thousand 


four hundred millions of dollars are 
estimated by congress as the nation's

The capture of the 
Filipino chieftain, 
Emilio Aguinaldo, 
by the daring Fred 
Funston has start- 


ed a generel discussion as to what the 
government should do with their prize. 
Nearly every paper in the United 
States has published heavy editorials 
on this subject. The recommendations 
are of variegated and fanciful form. 
Some advocate trial for treason, others 
deportation to Guam, while others 
think uncle Sam should treat the in- 
trepid Filipino as the honored leader 
of an enemy which is fighting in a 
righteous cause, and at least one jour- 
nal is in favor of making him governor 
of some province in the Philippines. 
Many think the capture of Aguinaldo 
means the speedy termination of the 
war, others are of the opinion that the 
end of the eonfiict will not be hastened 
by the mishap which has befallen the 
young man. 


A host of prominent people also 


have placed themselves on record re- Galilee; there sh 
garding the capture of the "president have told you." 


of the Philippines." The opinions of 
the leading thinkers of the country, 
like the views of the noted writers, 


differ widely. 


Hon. William J. Bryan said regard- 


ing the capture of Aguinaldo: 


"While no one can predict with cer- 


tainty the effect of his capture, it is 
possible it may put an end to the war 
for the present, but the objection to 
imperialism is not removed by the 
surrender of those who have been op- 
posing it in the Philippines. Impe- 
rialism is wrong, because it changes 
every theory of government. We can- 
not administer an empire in the Orient 
and maintain a republic in America. 


United States Senator Henry M. Tel- 


ler said: 


•'It is valuable to eliminate Aguinal- 


do from further operations in the Phil- 
ippines, bnt I am sorry to say that his 
capture will not close the war by any 
means. I am of the opinion that we 
shall still have difficulties there be- 
cause of the general sympathy of the 
people, according to General MacAr- 
thnr's statement, with the 'insurgents.' 
General MacArthnr has reported that 
the people are united against us, and I 
am afraid that is true." 


Secretary Erving Winslow, of the 


Anti-Imperialist League, said he was 
not ready to state that the capture of 
Agninaldo meant the collapse of the 
Filipino cause. 


"There may be twenty other leaders 


in hiding as capable as he," said Mr. 
Winslow. "The Filipinos have shown 
that they have ability to rule and abili- 
ty t o n ?ht for liberty. 
This should 


lead us, even if the fighting should 
cease with the capture of Aguinaldo, 
to urge mire forcibly even than we 
have done that the Filipinos be given 
an independent government at once." 


Edward Atkinson, the well known 


Anti-Imperialist, said: 


"The administration had an elephant 


on its hands minus the trunk.

abroad and wbo are led to believe that 
the Dnited States is the center of the 
universe. If they nave the spare cash 
it would be a most excellent plan to 
lay out fifteen or twenty pounds to see 
what our brothers 
and sisters are 


doing on the other side of the Atlantic. 
Syndicates are being formed for the 
purpose of buying up various classes 
of business. It is only about ten years 
ago since the syndicate in London at- 
tempted to buy up all the great busi- 
nesses of our west. 
The purchase re- 


quired millions of dollars, but they 
were readily procured as soon as it 
was demonstrated that the business 
was profitable. 
The principle that 


London 
worked 
on 
throughout 


Great Britain and her colonies was that 
if interest was so high in tbe United 
States, surely money could be procured 
in England and other countries on the" 
continent of Europe. There is a large 
amount of profit left for 
investors 


where capital could be procured at 
one-half the rate of interest required 
in the United States. 


Sharp business men were sent to the 


United States to procure options on 
classes of business whose products 
were consumed every day and have to 
be replaced by new stock; sugar, starch 
and every article of food consumed by 
man. 
In the United States money 


was loaned readily at 5 and 6 per cent., 
while in England it was 3 or 3H per 
cent. Among the interests in which 
the United States clashed mostly with 
England the refining of sugar 
was 


most prominent. 


If the announcement had been made

The stage coach was making 
wonderful time at ten miles an hour, 
the traveler by railroad now demands 
forty or fitty. If the demands of busi- 
ness are so great that he must have 
more room and the land is too narrow 


that the public saw in cold type a 
fierce attack by Abraham Hewitt on the 
criminal organizations in the city of 
Hew York, which exist only by the 
sufferance of the police, wherein he 
squarely denounced them for the re- 
ceipt of blackmail earned as the wages 
of prostitution and robbery. lu his 
wrath and indignation, in which he 
appears to have lost his self control, 
he exclaims, "Good God !

How the Sketches Are Reproduced 


Upon the Films, 


AMOUNT OF MOVEMENT 


That May Be Crowded Icto Fifty SccomU 


-How tbe Greatest Succewes Are often 


Brought About. 


"A queer tbing about moving pit1- 


.•tares," said an expert operator in tbat 
line to a New Orleans Times-Democrat 
reporter, "is tbe illusion tbey generally 
produce as to tbe time tbey occupy 
while on the screen. What is known 
as the 'standard exhibition film' is 50 
feet long. It is used almost entirely 
:for comic scenes, trick pictures and 
other effects that are got up in the 
studios of the experts who make them 
a specialty. Every theater goer has 
seen them, and I will venture the as- 
sertion that tbe average man will de- 
clare they take at least three or four 
minutes in passing before the eye. As 
a matter of fact the picture is on tlie 
screen less than one minute. Ton can 
easily figure it out for yourself. The 
ordinary 50 foot film of tbe kind to 
which I refer Is put through the repro- 
ducing machine at the rate of 1C pic- 
tures to the second. Each picture is 
three-fourths of an inch broad, which 
makes the 1G measure exactly one 
foot, edge to edge; in other words, the 
film travels a foot a second—50 feet, 50 
seconds. What gives it tbe effect of 
taking up so much more time is tlie 
immense lot of action tbat is usually 
crowded into tbe brief period it is in 
flew. Until tbe moving picture was 
Invented I don't think anybody had 
the least idea how much could be done 
iu 50 seconds. It seemed hardly time 
enough to turn around in, yet when 
the experts began to study its possi- 
bilities tbey found it was ample for 
hundreds of little pictorial comedies 
tbat have since delighted audiences all 
over tbe world. 


"It is entirely a matter of rehearsal. 


A subject is selected, generally calling 
for from three to four people, and ev- 
ery detail of the 'business' or action is 
carefully worked out in advance. Sup- 
pose, for illustration, that a comic bur- 
glary is the topic. 
Tbe business, in 


skeleton, 
migbt run something like 


tbis: Old gentleman dozing in parlor; 
enter burglar; old gentleman awakes: 
burglar hides: enter policeman, search- 
es the room, collars old gent; they 
fight and roll on tbe floor while bur- 
glar suddenly emerges and leaps out 
of the window. 
That doesn't sound 


particularly side splitting, but in tbe 
hands of intelligent comedians it can 
be made really very funy. The all es- 
sential tbing is to crowd it into 50 sec- 
onds, and to that end eacb bit of ac- 
tion Is carefully timed and made to 
fit into eacb other bit like so many 
well geared cogwheels. Tbe old gen- 
tleman's startled yawn, tbe burglar's 
glance around tbe room and every 


' step, movement and gesture from be- 


ginning to end is calculated with the 
utmost nicety, and at last after dozens 
of rehearsals the act is attempted be- 
fore the recording machine. If every- 
body is lucky, it goes through on sched- 
ule time, but the slightest bitcb is fa- 
tal, and if one occurs tbe film is spoil- 
ed, and tbey must try all over again. 
No wonder it seems impossible to fu- 
ture spectators that so much could 
transpire in 50 seconds. 


"But some of tbe most telling effects 


In composition pictures." continued tbe 
operator, "have been the result of acci- 
dent and were entirely unpremeditat- 
ed. Tbat was tbe case witb a film tbat 
I bad a hand in preparing and tbat 
afterward made a tremendous bit and 
proved to be one of the best sellers 
ever put on tbe market. 
In getting 


np tbe picture our principal purpose 
was to introduce a large and very in- 
telligent bulldog I owned at tbe time. 
and we sketched out a simple little 
scene in wbicb a tramp steals a pie 
from a kitcben window, is pursued by 
tbe dog and is last seen trying to scale 
the back fence with tbe animal bang- 
Ing to bis eoattails. 


"Tbe training of the dog was the 


main trouble, but 1 finally taught him 
to lay bold of anything red. and we 
sowed a big piece of Hannel as a mark 
to tbe back of our tramp's coat. Red 
photographs black, so it couldn't be 
seen in tbe pictures, and after a good 
many rehearsals tbe dog learned to 
dash out at exactly tbe right moment 
and nail tbe marauder, whose cue was

French mintage of the beginning, mid- 
dle and end of the last century. He 
was much surprised to see that they 
differed in color.

There Is a paleness about the yellow 


of tbe 10 and 20 franc pieces which 
•bear the effigies of Napoleon 1 and 
Louis XVTI1 that is not observed in 
tlie goldpioces of later mintage. One 
admirer of these coins speaks of their 
color as a "beautiful paleness" and ex- 
presses regret that it is lacking in later 
coins. 
Tho explanation of it is very 


simple. The alloy that entered into the 
French gold coins of those (lays con- 
tained as much silver as copper, and it 
was the silver that gave the coins their 
interesting paleness. 


The coius of the era of Napoleon III 


were more golden in hue. The silver 
bad been taken out of the alloy. 


The gold coins of today have a still 


warmer and deeper tinge of yellow. 
Tbis is because tlie Paris mint, as well 
as that in London, melts the gold and 
the copper alloy in hermetically sealed 
boxes, which prevents the copper from 
being somewhat bleached, as it always 
Is when it is attacked by hot air.

majesty's justices in and for the county 
of Bedford,' on May 20, 1772."
